Werk is currentiy under way to change the id’s on both repeaters 
to the Club‘s call. The change is being made fellowing several 
discussions with Phil, WA3VCS, trustee of the AKR call, Phil who 
recently resigned as chairman of the technical committee, has said 
that due to other committments he is unable to continue as trustee 
of both repeaters, Our new trustee is Al, W3DZ1, holder of WB3JCE. 

As many of you are probably aware, Phil was ene of the cofounders 
of 06 and is the chief designer of the 13 machine. As truetee of 
the repeaters, he was responsible fer sll the isgging fer the 
repeaters, as well as maintaining technical standards, The job is 
not easy without heip. The bottom line for any trustee is that his 
license is on the line as far as any infractiona on the repeater, 
Certainly the trustee can use ail the help he can get, 

The Board of Directors, as well as the rest of the Club, would 
like te thank Phil for the work he has put into the repeaters over 
the past years, 


-06 UPDATELLE The 147,06 repeater has been eperating at low power 
for the past several weeks, The main problem hae been the 100 watt 
amplifier. Several resistors as well as power transistors decided 
to become Kentucky Fried and went south, Currently the amplifier 
is' on the bench and hopefully will be back in operation in the 
next week or two. It is possible that conditions may warrant the 
pulling of the repeater to retweek it, A big thanks to K30BU and 
WA3CHQ at Speccom for their assistance in getting the repairs done, 


13 UPDATEI34 The 145,13 repeater has been operating flawlessly. 
Well, aimost. ere has been an AC hum on the machine, A bandaid 
approach was taken a few weeks ago by WB3ELA and WA3PZ0, Both added 
a big capacitor to the power supply. Result was the hum was reduced 
substantially. This problem will be corrected when the repeater is 
pulled this week. While off the air, additional control circuitry 
and the autopatch will be installed. Expected time off the air is 
about the week. 

With the autopatch ready to go, additional control operators 
will be needed. If you are interested is being a control operator 
fill out the form enclosed and mail to W3DZI. Even if you have 
expressed interest in being a control operator to WA3FPZ0 or WB3ELA 
please fill out the form as soon as possible, 


CONTROL OPERATOR, WHO ME?? You ee be saying to yourself, yea 
I 1fke to be a control operator but I am not sure what I have to 
do, In asense, you are an extension of the trustee. While on duty 
you will be sek Oi teat pee for logging all third party traffic, making 
sure the sutopatch is operated properly, und making sure no FCC 
laws or Clitb policies are vielated, You will report to the trustea 
activity on the repeater while you were on duty.
